Estim ated W ealth of United S tates is 


Over Two Hundred Billion Dollars 


and Proposed Bond Issue Will Be 


by Popular Subscription. 


W ashington, April 9.- Five billion 
dollars, mixed by a bond Issue, with 
a generous share for America's allies, 
will be the first step of the Cnitejd 
States in actual participation in the 
war. 
This was announced by the tre a s­ 
ury departm ent following a series ol 
conferences on the raising of sinews 
of war. 
This boud issue will m ake avail­ 
able at an early moment the trem en ­ 
dous sum s which the United S tates 
m ilitary and 
naval 
estim ates must 
have at once, at th e sam e tim e allow ­ 
ing for a loan of about $3,000,000,000 
to the allies for their own war p u r­ 
poses. 
T hat the country 
is In excellent 
financial condition to absorb a large 
w ar bond issue was indicated in a re­ 
port Issued by th e controller of the 
currency, which shows tire reserves of 
tile national hanks at the tim e of the 
last call, March 5, am ounted to $2, 
642,000,000, exceeding by $169,000,000 
the greatest reserve ever previously 
held. 


United S tates Will Not Profit. 


An im m ediate request to congress 
to authorize a loan to tile allies wax 
decided at a conference between Dem­

Popular Subscription Favored. 


T he bond Issue will he by popular 
subscription, elim inating entirely tie* 
old ryndtcate m ethods of u n d erw rit­ 
ing large bond issues.

The plan is to raise this vast sum 
st once and it was learned that legis 
latlon for the Issue will he introduced 
In congress aud the bonds will he on 
the m arket before May I. 
Tile bonds will tie Issued through

the money can

raised at either 3 or 3*» per cent in­ 
terest . 
It was explained by an officinl that 
this governm ent will give chief finan­ 
cial aid to our allies by providing the 
money raised from the sale of United 
States bonds.
